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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1 and 4-13 have been amended. Claims 2 and 3 have been cancelled. 
Claim 14 has been added. Claims 1 and 4-14 are pending. 

2. The objections to Specification are WITHDRAWN in view of the Amendment. 

3. The objections to claim 1 , 2, 5-8, and 13 are WITHDRAWN in view of the 
Amendment. 

4. The 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, rejections to claim 8 is WITHDRAWN in 
view of the Amendment. 

5. Claims 1 and 4-13 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, page 7, filed 03 November 2005, with 
respect to claim 3 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) of claims 3, 5/3, 6/3. 7/3, 9/3, 10/3. and 12/3 and the 35 U.S.C. 102(e) of claims 
1, 2, 5/2, 6/2, 7/2, and 13 have been withdrawn in view of the Amendment. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent Claims 1 and 13 : The prior art of record does not teach an electronic 
blood pressure monitor or method of measuring blood pressure comprising using a 
waveform distortion corrector to correct a waveform parameter (i.e. pulse wave average 
value Aav), indicative of a feature (PV relationship or an arterial elasticity) of a detected 
pulse waveform (signal from the pulse wave detector), to cancel an error introduced by 
a distortion (the error or variation caused by sympathetic and parasympathetic nervous 
systems) of a detected pulse wave relative to the intra-arterial waveform into systolic 
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blood pressure calculated. Support for this subject matter is found on pages 10, 15 and 
16 of the Specification.
